You may have 
a relund coming 


on your FHA mortgage 


By Charles D. Spencer 


D. you know that when you pay off your FHA mort- 
gage (unless it was procured under the war housing pro- 
gram) you have a good chance of getting a substantial re- 
fund? 

To understand these credits, you should know a few basic 
facts. FHA does not own your mortgage. A loan company, 
bank, or insurance company actually lends you the money, 
but FHA protects the lender against loss if you fail to make 
your regular payments and foreclosure is necessary. 

A regular mortgage loan is usually held to 50 or 60 percent 
of the property value. This gives the loan company a safety 
margin in case property values go down, or to cover expens- 
es in case foreclosure is necessary. Under FHA, however, 
the borrower can get a loan of up to 95 percent of his assessed 
property value. To make such loans acceptable to a lending 
agency, FHA insures against loss. You pay the insurance 
premium of '4 percent a year. FHA restricts interest rates on 
insured loans to 41% percent, so in effect you pay 5 percent. 
The FHA operates a mutual mortgage insurance fund that 
pays you dividends if FHA income exceeds expenses. After 
your FHA mortgage is from 5 to 8 years old, income to FHA 
exceeds expenses at present, and your account begins to re- 
ceive credits. Today credits range from $1.67 to $93.76 per 
$1,000 of the original mortgage, the average being $26.85. 
Credits usually increase in relation to the number of years 
your mortgage has been on the books. 

You pay an adjusted premium of 1 percent of the original 
mortgage value if you pay off your FHA loan before sched- 
uled maturity. For instance, if you’ve paid off $6,000 of an 
$8,000 mortgage and have $2,000 in the bank with which to 
pay off the balance, your adjusted premium would be $80. 
By paying off in advance, you save considerably on interest 
payments. Even so, $80 may seem like a large sum. 

When you consider the credit due you, however, the situ- 
ation changes. Say you have only the average credit of 
$26.85 per $1,000 due you. The adjusted premium cost you 
only $10 per $1,000, so you’re still ahead $16.85 per $1,000. 

Since credit varies according to economic conditions, 
there are no schedules of credit available. If you intend to 
sell your home or repay your mortgage in full, you can find 
out the amount of your credit by writing the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration, Washington 25, D. C., giving the FHA 
case number on your loan and the approximate date you 
expect to prepay the balance. 


This information may be important if you want to sell your 
house and have the new owner take over your mortgage. 
Since the mortgagor at time of final payment is the man 
who gets the refund, you will lose out unless you arrange 
with the new owner to get your percentage of the credit. 
Fifteen, 20, or 25 years is a long time when you are making 
monthly mortgage payments. Maybe it will lighten your 
load, especially when your bank balance is low, to know 
that when you complete your FHA-guaranteed loan pay- 
ments, there is a good chance of a fair-sized dividend.

Chemical may give you dwarf plants 


If you like dwarf plants, a new discovery by the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture may turn out to be just 
what you're looking for. Scientists treated bean seed- 
lings with compounds of the chemical nicotium, and 
found that it shortened the internodes or sections of 
stems between leaves, reducing final height of the 
plant. It isn’t known yet how permanent the effect is. 
If it turns out to be only temporary, you might use it 
to spray seedlings to make them less tall and spindly. 
If it is permanent, it may be possible to dwarf plants, 
trees, and shrubs of types which otherwise can’t be 
had in dwarf form. 


Try sawdust for mulching 


Sawdust was looked upon as a plant poison not long 
ago. But today we know better, and even sawdust from 
resinous trees like pines and spruces is almost a stand- 
ard mulching material. If you can get any, don’t 
hesitate to use it. The only thing to keep in mind is 
that decomposing sawdust takes up nitrogen, and will 
rob it from the soil unless you supply it. Hence, you 
should supply extra nitrogen. Before using the sawdust, 
mix into each bushel about a pound of ammonium 
sulfate, or half a pound of ammonium nitrate, or 
about three pounds of the usual balanced plant food 
you use in your garden. 


Bug killer increases yields 


Last year, in writing about parathion, I predicted 
that its use would increase production of apples in the 
fall of 1949. While parathion alone may not be re- 
sponsible, the Washington state apple crop was 22 per- 
cent higher in 1949 than in 1948, and the Michigan- 
New York crops nearly double. You may not grow 
apples nor use parathion for home use, but the moral 
is unmistakable. Keep down insects and you'll get in- 
creased yields, whether you’re growing fruit, vege- 
tables, flowers, or even lawn grass. 


Tiger lily spreads disease 


You’ve heard the story of Typhoid Mary, who for 
years infected others with typhoid without ever being 
made ill herself by the germs she constantly carried. 
Well, common tiger lily may be a Typhoid Mary in 
your own garden. It harbors cucumber-mosaic virus 
with no apparent ill effects, but when aphids carry 
the virus to other lilies the results are disastrous. 
The solution is either to grow only tiger lilies, or to 
get rid of them completely and grow instead other 
orange-scarlet spotted lilies.

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Building costs stead 
at present levels 


That’s the outlook for 1950, voiced 


by experts from each of the 48 states

costs are going to remain stable at present 
levels for at least the year ahead. 

That is the considered opinion of expert observers from 
all of the 48 states. 

And it’s good news for America’s home-builders and 
buyers, who like to know how much something costs be- 
fore they are committed to a purchase. 

It’s good news, too, because this leveling-off hits at a 
time when your building or buying dollar is worth con- 
siderably more than it was during the postwar peak in 
September, 1948. 

The experts who answered a nationwide poll on the 
subject of building costs inject one note of caution into 
their replies. That is that “stable costs’? doesn’t mean 
“frozen costs.”’ There are some variables in the 1950 
building picture that could possibly send costs up—or 
down—a percentage point or two from present levels. 

Construction men don’t regard any such possible fluc- 
tuation as likely to change the building picture, however, 
as minor cost changes are expected in a perfectly normal 
market. 

Nor will any such variation be comparable to the 
steady drop that has taken place since the demand for 
housing sent prices booming to the 1948 high point. 


Len year saw construction costs drop throughout the 
United States, varying somewhat geographically, but 
reaching a national level about 10 percent below the 
postwar peak. 

To illustrate, a typical house built at the 1948 peak 
cost $12,420. By March, 1949, the cost of building that 
home had dropped $855. And by last fall its cost had 
been reduced another $285, which means it could then 
have been built for $11,280—a saving of $1,140. 

In terms of money, the 1948 building dollar last year 
was worth $1.08, and by next September that dollar 
should buy about $1.12 worth of house. 

What’s ahead for the next few years can at best be a 
guess. Ours is that by 1951 the building dollar will be 
worth $1.16, compared with 1948; that it will be worth 
$1.22 in 1952, and about $1.29 by 1953. 

While bills for new homes have been getting smaller,

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charges for older homes have been 
following a similar route. Prices 
for older homes in some areas have 
dropped 20 to 25 percent from the 
postwar peak, but that drop hasn't 
been anything like universal, vary- 
ing considerably with local real- 
estate conditions. 

However, low-rent government 
housing and the fact that the con- 
struction industry is meeting the 
demand for less costly homes are 
expected to push down prices of 
older homes. Our own belief is that 
by the end of this vear. or the mid- 
dle of 1951, most houses built in 
1941 or before may be selling at 
prices of that prewar year—or 
below. Prices eventually will sink 
below 1941 levels due to added 
deterioration and additional new 
house completions. 


One of the forces that construc- 
tion men expect to hold up build- 
ing costs this year is the govern- 
ment’s publicly financed low-rent 
housing, authorized by the hous- 
ing act of 1949. Construction men 
expect the projects this spring to 
start draining off much of the ex- 
cess supply of men and materials, 
and some of them fear a return to 
something like the wartime condi- 
tions of low productivity. 

Because the peak demand for 
homes has been passed, you may— 
depending on_ your locality 
profit by buying a home in a large 
community development. Where 
the local market is becoming stag- 
nant, some big builders are cutting 
their profits to encourage hesitant 
buyers to come forward. 

Barring some unforeseen devel- 
opment which will affect the entire 
nation’s economic system, the out- 
look for building costs the next five 
years or so is a continued slow drop. 
You'll save very little by postpon- 
ing your construction another 
year. There’s more to be gained by 
building now than by waiting

When badness 
Is really good 


If your boy or girl seems delib- 


erately stubborn, secretive, or revellious, it may be a 


natural step in his struggle for independence 


a Thursday was a typical day for young 
Jimmy Brown. He snapped three rubber bands 
at his teacher, refused to answer when he was 
called on, and snickered when anyone else got 
up to recite. That afternoon, he talked back to 
Mrs. Brown when she asked him to run an er- 
rand. That night he argued with his father about 
doing his homework. 

What Jimmy’s worried parents most want to 
know is, why? Till two months ago, Jimmy was 
an affectionate and cooperative little boy. There 
seemed every reason to assume he’d stay that 
way. Now his folks are afraid he'll grow up to be 
a reckless and heartless roughneck with no re- 
gard for anyone. 

Mr. and Mrs Brown might be much less 
troubled if they knew two things: 1) A sudden 
and disturbing change in a youngster’s actions 
is usually temporary. It rarely indicates how he’ll 
behave the rest of his life. 2) Reckless or un- 
cooperative behavior isn’t always bad. Its apt 
to be a sign that a youngster is just trying to 
grow up, and of course there’s more good than 
bad in that. 

If Jimmy’s folks put themselves in his shoes a 
moment, they might see that most of his unruly 
behavior is directed to one end: to show them 
that he’s becoming less dependent on them and 
on their standards of behavior; that he’s starting 
to develop a mind and personality of his own. 
They might see also that these first steps toward 
independence are tough ones for a youngster to 
take, especially when he can’t count on much 
help and understanding. And maybe they'd 
realize that once Jimmy has tried his wings and 
established a little independence, he'll calm 
down and be pleasant to live with again. 


Perhaps if you’d put yourself in your young- 
ster’s shoes, you'd find that many of the disturb- 
ing or disappointing things he does are indi- 
cations of how hard he’s trying to become 
grown up. You can help him by letting him 
know that you want him to grow up, and that 
you realize he’s going to be more independent 
of you. Remember that his behavior and feel- 
ings may frighten him more than they do you. 

Of course, not all rebelliousness 1s a sign that 
your boy or girl is making strides toward ma- 
turity and independence. It may mean some- 
thing entirely different

There are several signs to tell you when your 
youngster has begun to regard himself as an in- 
dividual with rights and responsibilities of his 
own. Any of the signs may crop up at any time 
between 6 and 16. Some youngsters exhibit all 
of them; some show just one or two. If you know 
how to recognize them, you can spare yourself 
a lot of worry. 

Suppose, for example, your boy or girl were 
behaving like Roger. Roger was 13. Most after- 
noons when he came home from school, he 
would dash up to his room, slam the door, and 
not show his face until dinnertime. If his folks 
went into his room, he pushed them out. They 
couldn’t see why he made such a fuss, when all he 
usually did was sort his pile of football pictures 
or bottle tops. And why did he shut himself up 
in his room? Roger’s folks overlooked one im- 
portant factor: It’s good when a youngster feels 
the need for some privacy and a chance to de- 
velop interests and hobbies of his own. 


‘This is an important turning point in the life 
of any boy or girl, and one that parents should 
understand and approve. Given opportunity to 
be alone with himself, a-youngster can discover 
a lot about his own interests. When he’s not 
given that opportunity, there’s no telling what 
he may do to make sure his folks stop butting 
into his private business. Roger tried to solve 
his difficulty by running away from home. He 
didn’t run far . . . and he had no intention of 
staying long. But the gesture showed his folks 
how desperately he wanted to have time to him- 
self and a little privacy. 

If you’re wise, you won’t wait till you’re 
scared into respecting your youngster’s privacy. 
When he tells you to stay out of his room, you'll 
stay out. Don’t tell him he’s silly if he prefers to 
spend hours there alone, sorting his collections. 
If he spends his whole allowance on something 
he’s got 20 of already, that’s O. K., too. He may 
be sorry the next day, but let him be the one to 
decide that. Not you. 

Of course, it isn’t easy to let your boy or girl 
grow away from you, but it doesn’t mean that 
there'll never be a warm or close relationship 
between you again. Once he has gotten a taste 
of independence, chances are that he'll want to 
share his thoughts and feelings with you once 
again. Meanwhile, you [ Turn to page 66

A master mechanic in an Eastern factory town, the 


mother of three girls in a Midwestern village, and a care- 


free ex-G.I. in a busy West Coast city reached the same 
conclusion a few months ago: They were dissatisfied 
with their lives. 

The craftsman’s sensitive hands had lost their skill, 
perhaps because he had been on the same job so long. 
Though highly paid, he boggled so many delicate pieces 
of work that his boss considered demoting him. He wor- 
ried, lost weight, and became a tyrant in his own home. 

The Midwestern mother had three daughters. Two of 
them, along with her husband, were high-school grad- 
uates. The third girl was to receive her diploma in June. 
The mother, by contrast, had quit school halfway 
through her senior vear. In a few months, she would be 
an educational outsider in her own family. 

The Western boy was a star in athletics, in dress, and 
with the girls, but he was near the bottom scholastically. 
The war came along just as he flunked out of high school, 
and the army took over his schooling for three years. He 
came back from overseas to a job as an unskilled laborer 
in a steel plant. Soon, because of his ability, he became a 
foreman. That was fine, but he didn’t want to be a fore- 
man all his life.

Te same question troubled all three of these people. 
It may be troubling you at this very moment: “Am I 
Tf not, what can I do about it?” 

The same answer occurred to all three of them—and 


making the most of my life? 


may well occur to you. It is adult education, a mass 
movement of millions of Americans dissatisfied with 
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Model-T minds and aware that an idle brain can become 
as obsolete as a 1920 jitney. 

The master mechanic, for example, joined a night- 
school course in plastics. He regained his manual skill by 
working with a challenging new medium. As a direct re- 
sult, he is making more money than ever before. 

The Midwestern mother signed up for adult classes in 
the subjects she lacked. She studied at night with the 
same teachers who taught her daughter during the day, 
and proudly graduated on the same platform with her 
own child. 

The ex-G. I., pressed for time, zipped through three 
years of mathematics in 30 days, and just got under the 
wire for his college entrance exams. He is now studying 
for an engineering degree, which will qualify him for a 
far better job than that of foreman. 


These three examples, multiplied by millions, may ex- 
plain to you why adult education is regarded as a mod- 
ern miracle. Though the movement itself is more than 
100 years old, it took two wars and a depression to rouse 
public interest and establish adult education as an in- 
tegral part of everyday American life. 

At this moment, 1,700,000 men and women who might 
be your next-door neighbors are enrolled in adult 
classes sponsored by the public schools. This startling 
figure represents an enrollment equal to all the young 
people in our colleges and universities. 

Countless others share in the adult education program 
through community forums, lecture series, classes out-

TUBERCULOSIS 
Where it hits: Lungs (predominantly). 


Whom it hits most often: Deaths now 
concentrated largely among men in middle 
and later life (35-64) but may occur at any 
age in men, women, children. Causes more 
deaths than any other disease between ages 
15 and 34.

Early signs: Seldom pronounced. May pro- 
gress for weeks, months, before arousing sus- 
picion. Sometimes vague hints such as steady 
loss of weight, irritating hoarseness, poor 
appetite, indigestion, tired-out feeling with 
no apparent reason, persistent or recurring 
chest pains. Later: a cough that persists, 
spitting of blood or blood-streaked sputum, 
afternoon rises in temperature. But there are 
many thousands of cases among people seem- 
ingly in good health. 


How your doctor will tell: (1) 7uberculin 
test. Usually an injection. Swelling within 
two days (positive reaction) indicates you 
have been infected with tuberculosis germs 
but does not indicate active disease. (2) X 
ray. An aid in diagnosis. Reveals shadows on 
lungs. Other tests are necessary to determine 
cause of shadows. (3) Sputum examination and 
other laboratory tests to determine presence 
of tubercle bacilli. 


Your chances for cure: Excellent in early 
stages, if treatment started promptly. More 
difficult to treat effectively after disease has 
gotten a good start. 


What happens if you let it go: Pro- 
longed illness. Semi-invalidism. Death. 


How to guard against it: General health- 
ful living habits (variety of essential foods, 
pasteurized milk, adequate fresh air, sun- 
shine, sleep, avoidance of excesses in work 
and play, avoidance of people who cough 
and spit carelessly); periodic medical exami- 
nations, including chest X ray. 


Notes: No known drug “cures” tuberculo- 
sis. Streptomycin, most promising so far, and 
its derivative, dihydrostreptomycin, are 
sometimes helpful but must be used along 
with, not as substitute for, rest in bed and, 
where indicated, surgery 

Some 250,000 Americans are known to 
have active tuberculosis. It is estimated at 
least 250,000 more have tuberculosis but 
don’t know it. Group X rays are one of best 
ways to find these unknown cases. 

At the present time one person dies from 
tuberculosis every 11 minutes.

Early signs: Scaly thickening of skin. 
Sore that does not heal. Change in color or 
size of mole, wart, or birthmark. 


How your doctor will tell: Visual exami- 
nation. If he suspects cancer, he will perform 
a biopsy (removal of tiny bit of tissue for 
microscopic examination to see if there are 
cancer cells). 


Your chances for cure: 95 percent if 
caught early, before cancer spreads. 


What happens if you let it go: Death. 


How to guard against it: Avoid over- 
exposure to sun, X rays, chemical agents 
such as tar, pitch, arsenic, nitrate, oils. 
Avoid rubbing or irritation of moles, birth- 
marks. Ask your doctor about any sore that 
doesn’t heal promptly. 


STOMACH 


Whom it hits most often: Middle-aged, 
both sexes. 


Early signs: Often no clear-cut early signs. 
Usually takes form of persistent indigestion. 
Loss of weight. Tired feeling. 


How your doctor will tell: General physi- 
cal checkup. Examination of abdomen and 
rectum. Blood count, laboratory test of 
stomach contents, stool. X ray. Smear test 
of stomach fluid may prove useful. 


Your chances for cure: Still very poor. 
Early diagnosis, prompt —_[ Turn to page 86

vou have to 


L. not pleasant to talk about your death or of your becoming 
a chronic invalid. Yet it’s time for plain talk. 

Chances are that when you die it will be from one of the dis- 
eases (other than arthritis) on this page. Together, they cause 
two deaths out of every three. 


And along with arthritis, they’re the great maimers. One of 


every 20 people—one of every five over 45—suffers from blood 
vessel and heart disorders; many are invalids. One million 
people who don’t know they have diabetes are risking death or 
complications: blindness, gangrene, coronary heart, kidney dis- 
ease. One adult in every 200 to 250 has “active” T.B. Chronic 
kidney trouble (nephritis—or Bright’s disease) is one of the com- 
monest of all maladies. And 97 percent of all who live beyond 
middle age will suffer some symptoms of arthritis. 
All these diseases have several things in common: 


ARTHRITIS 


HEART 


You seldom notice them to start with. 

If you recognize them early, your chances for survival are good. 

They CAN be recognized early in many cases. This is the happiest 
news, the main point of this article. 

The purpose of this first complete and simple chart on six of 
the major causes of death and disability is to give you facts you 
can readily understand; to make you familiar with earliest 
symptoms; to make you do something about them. 

A periodic examination gives your doctor a chance to find a 
disease in its earliest stage. But a checkup is no guarantee that 
trouble may not start, gain a foothold between examinations. 

Leading doctors and directors of medical associations, who 
helped Better Homes & Gardens prepare this chart, also insist that 
when you see your doctor about a cold or sore throat, for ex- 
ample, he ought to be concerned with you as a whole 

An important safeguard is your own knowledge. This chart 
not only gives you the signs that ought to make you suspicious. 
It also tells, in some cases, how you can take precautions. 

All this doesn’t mean you should become frightened over 
every isolated sign. The time to see your doctor without delay is 
when you note persistent symptoms. There’s no sense in shorten- 
ing life or becoming an invalid when it’s often so easy to avoid. 


DISEASE 


NEPHRITIS 


RHEUMATOID 


Where it hits: The joints, usually affecting 
first the smaller ones in fingers and feet; 
later, the larger joints. Often involves other 
tissues, particularly the fibrous supporting 
structures of the body. Muscles waste away. 


Whom it hits most often: Young adults 
before 40, especially women. 


Early signs: May appear suddenly in 
several joints, but more often begins slowly 
with stiffness, aching in single joint of finger, 
ankle, knee, or wrist. Followed soon by 
pain, tenderness, slight swelling with or 
without low fever. Motion usually produces 
pain. Slight pain, swellings may come and 
go for years, then finally one joint after 
another may become stiff, swollen, painful. 
Loss of weight and energy, nervousness, 
anemia, mental depression, digestive dis- 
turbances may also occur. 


How your doctor will tell: Visual ex- 
amination, including observation of body 
movements. Check of general health and 
tests for infection in sinuses, tonsils, teeth, 
and other sites which may be reducing your 
general resistance. Other laboratory tests. 


Your chances for cure: Substantial re- 
lief of symptoms in all cases if proper treat- 
ment is given at early stage. Early diagnosis 
and effective treatment, started promptly, 
can often prevent crippling deformity. This 
type of arthritis can be arrested in 60 percent 
of cases. New discovery is that Compound 
E, a hormone of the adrenal gland, may 
control rheumatoid arthritis much as insulin 
controls diabetes. The compound is being 
subjected to further tests, may not be avail- 
able for general use for [ Turn to page 86 


HYPERTENSIVE 


Caused by: High blood pressure. 
Whom it hits: Middle-aged of both sexes. 


Early signs: In many cases, no obvious 
ones. In others there may be fatigue, short- 
ness of breath on exertion, headache, and 
dizziness. 


How your doctor will tell: Accurate his- 
tory of life and symptoms. Physical exami- 
nation with stethoscope and blood-pressure 
machine. Electrocardiogram, a record of 
electrical action of the heart. X ray. Other 
laboratory tests for study of kidneys, blood, 
stomach, gall bladder. 


Your chances for cure: No cure, but often 
effective relief if detected early and treated 
properly. Proper diet and rest, and less hectic 
daily life may help prevent complications of 
blood pressure. 


What happens if you let it go: If high 
blood pressure continues, it may ultimately 
cause heart to enlarge, may affect kidney 
function or blood vessels throughout body, 
especially in brain. It may lead to death 
from heart failure. 


How to guard against it: See your doctor 
periodically for thorough checkup. See him 
also whenever you note any suspicious 
symptoms between times. 

Reduce excess weight under medical 
supervision. 

Live more conservatively. 


CORONARY 


Caused by: Hardening of the coronary 
arteries. [ Turn to page 87 


( BRIGHT’S DISEASE ) 
GLOMERULONEPHRITIS 


Where it hits: Kidneys. Inflammation 
starts in capillary blood vessels of kidneys. 


Whom it hits most often: Most common 
in children and young adults. Rarely be- 
gins after middle age. 


Early signs: Often none. Frequently dis- 
covered in insurance or routine examina- 
tions when albumin is found in urine. Other 
signs may include fatigue; pallor; weakness; 
swelling of face, eyelids, or feet; general dis- 
comfort; shortness of breath; impairment of 
vision; bloody urine. Very rarely there may 
be backache. 


How your doctor will tell: Urinalysis to 
discover albumin. Examination of blood 
pressure. Tests of blood chemistry. 


Your chances for cure: Excellent in early, 
acute cases. In long-standing cases, not 
good. But medical and dietary measures 
may permit active life for many years. 


What happens if you let it go: Progres- 
sive damage until kidneys can no longer 
eliminate waste products. Death. 


How to guard against it: Have periodic 
examinations to detect any albumin in urine, 
then prompt treatment. 


NEPHROSIS 
Where it hits: Kidneys. Fatty degenera- 


tion of kidney cells. 


Whom it hits most often: Rarer than 
other two forms. More common in children 
than in adults. { Turn to page 87

‘be best way to recover from the holidays and a 
battered budget is to put to work all the tricks you 
know will bring down the food bill. 

This simply means being old-fashioned thrifty. 
Plan before you buy. Look for the bargains; buy 
the foods that give you as much food value but cost 
you less. And when you get them home, give them 
the best care possible, so there’s no wilting or spoil- 
age. If the family doesn’t lick the platter clean, see 
that every bite is saved and a new way found to 
send it back to the table another meal. 

Every scheme you can think of means pennies 
saved, even dollars. So if you want to take the dent 
out of the budget, take a critical look at the way 
business is done in your kitchen. These pictures will 
show you some of the saving ways. 


# Fill ‘er up. Plan an easy meal; and if it 
doesn’t fill up the oven, slip something in for 
tomorrow’s lunch or dinner. Here meat pat- 
ties and potatoes bake on the bottom shelf. 
Top shelf takes a pot of Limas, gingerbread, 
and a pan of baked apples. Oven’s full but 
there’s room for heat to circulate. 





When the recipe says whipped cream, and ¥ 
your kitchen budget says no, it’s easy to whip 
evaporated milk. Chill the milk thoroughly. 
The best way is to pour it out into a refriger- 
ator pan, chill it fast in the freezing compart- 
ment. When fine ice crystals begin forming 
around the edge, take the milk out and beat it. 


Bake every bite. Rubber scraper does a fast 
job of getting all the batter out of the bowl. 
Performs equally well on the butter plate 
and the gravy bowl, the frosting pan and the 
jam jar. Little dabs of food seem unimportant, 
but start using every one; don’t toss out a 
thing that’s good to eat. Your monthly budget 
will take a turn for the better. 
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Watch the pot; and when it boils, turn the» 
heat down low. A slow boil is just as hot as a 
mad boil. You save heat; you scotch boil- 
overs; you save food value, because you can 
cook with less water. Pan must have a good 
tight-fitting cover to cook this thrifty way. 
Watch the heat under the skillet, the perco- 
lator. Medium heat is best for frying or grill- 
ing, low heat for simmering. A slow perk 
makes better coffee. 


@ Measure like this. If it’s flour, sugar—any 
dry ingredient—slick it off level with a 
spatula or straight-edged knife. Roomy can- 
ister opening catches the extra flour, allows 
no waste. If it’s liquid you’re measuring, use 
a glass cup with pouring lip. If you’re can- 
ning, you can speed up your work with kitch- 
en scales. It’s thrifty to use only as much as 
you need, to follow the recipe to a T. No 
cooking flops, no money lost. 


Store meat the best way. Unwrap meat as 
soon as you get home. Don’t wash it. Place 
sheet of waxed paper or plastic film over the 
top. This allows air circulation to keep meat 
fresh and flavorful. Notice ridges in bottom of 
meat tray which allow air circulation across 
bottom of meat. Freeze ground beef, stewing 
chunks, or other small pieces if you’re storing 
them longer than a day. Cover cooked meat 
snugly. To freeze meat, line freezing tray with 
waxed paper and put waxed paper between 
layers of steaks, chops, patties, or disjointed 
poultry. Store in freezing compartment. 


@ Seeing is believing you’d better use those 
leftovers. Here’s a roundup of special refriger- 
ator dishes, covered plastic containers, plastic 
zipper bags, all of which make saving and 
storing—and seeing and using—leftovers easy. 
Cauliflower is covered with a plastic wrap 
which keeps the moisture in and fits bulky 
vegetables. Aluminum foil and waxed paper, 
upper left, made good lids and wraps.

can help by letting him know you 
still love him, even if he doesn’t in- 
clude you in everything he does. 

Six-year-old Polly is standing up 
for her rights in still another way. 
Polly doesn’t like to be kissed. She 
acts worst of all when her mom 
and dad try it in public. 

If your youngster is like Polly, 
take it easy. Her actions don’t 
mean she doesn’t love or need you 
anymore. It’s just her way of prov- 
ing that she’s grown up enough to 
be less dependent on you for physi- 
cal warmth and comfort. Don’t 
make it hard for her by trying to 
force her to be affectionate. And 
don’t let on you’re hurt. She may 
think she’s doing something wrong 
and it may take her all the longer 
to outgrow her cold and unrespon- 
sive behavior. 


Davia, who’s 814, is trying to 
assert his independence in a third 
common way. No matter how 
many times they remind David to 
wash, he comes to the table with 
dirty hands. They ask him to sit up 
straight and eat slowly; David 
slumps over in his seat and _ stuffs 
enormous bites into his mouth. 

If you have a boy like David, 
you probably remember how nice 
it was when he was 3 or 5. He was 
so easy to manage. He was so anx- 
ious to imitate your manners. 

Maybe you think that such be- 
havior is all put on deliberately, 
just to annoy you. Even when you 
try your best to be patient, you al- 
ways seem to end up nagging. 

Believe it or not, your bad-man- 
nered offspring may actually be 
doing what’s best for him. He hasn’t 
forgotten his good manners. In 
most instances, he has just put 
them aside for the time being, 
while he gets the feel of being an 
individual person who can act and 


think out his problems for himself. 

This doesn’t mean, of course, 
that you should make no move to 
regulate your youngster’s routine. 
You've every right to expect your 
youngster to stay neat some of the 
time, and to curb his more color- 
ful language when company comes. 

When you do ask him to wash 
his hands or mind his manners, be 


friendly and casual about it. If 


you’re nagging or critical, it’s only 
natural for your boy or girl to balk. 

You'll find that you’ll have bet- 
ter luck getting your youngster to 
go along with you on a major issue 
if you overlook some of his minor 
bad habits. Whatever you do, 
don’t try to bulldoze him into 
giving up conduct that disappoints 
or aggravates you while he still 
has a need for it. If you do, you'll 
only force him to keep it up. 

The big battles at 11-year-old 


Joann’s house are always over the 


same thing: Joann’s friends. Joann 
feels that she has a right to choose 
them, and she goes ahead and does 
it. This is the fourth way in which 
your youngster may try to assert 
his independence. 


} aes parents keep trying to 
make her give up the friends they 
don’t approve of. But, by being so 
anxious to protect her from influ- 


ences they think are harmful, 
they’re giving Joann no chance to 
form judgments of her own about 
people. If she doesn’t learn to do 
this when she’s growing up, she 
may never learn to. 

There’s another way in which 
many boys and girls declare their 
independence. Like the others, it’s 
easy to misunderstand. This in- 
volves the clubs and gangs young- 
sters join. On the surface, it does 
seem unreasonable for your young- 
ster to be so wrapped up in his gang 


that its rules are the only ones he’ll 
go by. If the gang says, “Wear one 
sock rolled down,” or “Put your 
hat on backwards,” obedience is 
unquestioning. If your daughter’s 
club wears lipstick, nothing you 
can do or say will make her will- 
ingly stop. Even if you’re the most 
broad-minded parent in the world 
you can’t help but feel that such 
behavior is too much. 


Hee also your boy or girl 
growing up naturally when he’s 
forming a feeling of unity with 
other youngsters his age. Besides, 
while he’s with his gang, he’s prov- 
ing, to himself at least, that he and 
his pals are old enough to govern 
themselves according to rules that 
they have laid down for themselves. 

One of the rules may bar his 
telling you just what he does when 
he’s at a meeting. Don’t press him 
to spill his secrets, and don’t show 
your disappointment at his silence. 

There are too many parents like 
those of 15-year-old Fred, who were 
so offended when he balked at 
telling them everything that now he 
doesn’t tell them anything. 

One of the biggest mistakes you 
can make is to turn moments that 
could be warm and pleasant into 
sessions of nagging and scolding. 
You’d do better to grab every 
chance your youngster offers to 
share his thoughts and dreams. 
There will be plenty of times when 
he’ll be reluctant to confide in you. 
All you can do then is to say O.K., 
it’s perfectly all right with you. 

You'll find it a lot easier to carry 
that off if you keep reminding 
yourself that such uncooperative 
or rebellious behavior can be just 
a passing phase if you take it in 
your stride—and that it marks a 
big step forward toward maturity 
and independence.

CHOCOLATE WHIRLAWAY CAKE A swans Down ““Guessing-Gone” Recipe 


Preparations. Have the shortening at room tempera- 
ture. Line pans on bottom with paper; then grease. Use 
two 9-inch pans, 114 inches deep. Start oven for mod- 
erate heat (350°F.). Sift flour once before measuring. 
Measure into sifter: 
24 cups sifted Swans Down Cake Flour

Y, teaspoon soda 
1 teaspoon salt

*With butter, margarine, or lard, use % cup sour milk. 
With vegetable or any other shortening, use 1 cup 
sour milk.

1. Stir shortening just to soften. Sift in dry ingredients. 
Add milk and mix until all flour is dampened. 

Then beat 300 strokes by hand, or 2 minutes in mixer at 
a low speed. 


2. Add eggs and beat 150 strokes by hand, or I minute in 
mixer at a low speed. Add chocolate mixture to 4% of 
batter, mixing only enough to blend. 

(Count only actual strokes or time. Scrape bowl and 
spoon or beater often. 


Baking. Put large spoonfuls of batter into pans, alter- 
nating plain and chocolate mixtures. Then with knife, 
cut carefully through batter in a wide zigzag course. 
Bake in moderate oven (350°F.) 35 minutes, or until 
done. Cool in pans on cake racks for 5 minutes. Then 
loosen from sides with spatula, turn out, remove paper, 
and turn right-side up on racks to cool. 


Frosting. Use any favorite chocolate frosting.

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Can today's mothers 
nurse their babies? 


Many women want to, but they give up in dis- 


couragement after a week or a month. Why does 


breast feeding seem so difficult for them? Can

ee there’s been a rising tide of advice from 
doctors and other authorities favoring the “‘nat- 
ural way” in infant care. (Remember “Is Your 
Wife Too Civilized?” in Better Homes & Gardens 
last November?) And doctors stress breast feed- 
ing as an important part of this natural care. 

You may wonder why this return to an old- 
fashioned way of doing things, since so many 
thousands of well-nourished youngsters have 
been raised on formulas. 

But nursing a baby, that almost “obsolete” 
method, is staging a comeback because doctors 
say it’s the best way after all. There can’t be 
much argument on this point. After all, human 
milk is intended for human babies, so why 
shouldn’t it be best? 

Breast-fed babies in general have fewer stom- 
ach upsets, less diarrhea, no constipation, fewer 
respiratory infections, scarcely any skin rashes. 
An older breast-fed baby is found to have notice- 
ably firmer skin and better muscular develop- 
ment than bottle-fed babies. 

Breast milk is the most convenient kind, too. 
It eliminates long hours of bottle washing, steri- 
lizing, and formula preparation. There are no 
refrigeration, warming up, or transportation 
worries with mother’s milk, and no concern 
about changing the proportions of the mixture 
to keep pace with your baby’s growth. Nature 
takes care of all these things for you. 

Another plus for nursing is that it’s good for 
mother, too. The uterus and other birth organs 
of the nursing mother return to normal size 
much more quickly than for the mother who 
does not nurse her infant. Also, mothers who 
breast-feed their babies seem to feel better. 


Perhaps even more important than all its 
physical benefits are the psychological values of 
breast feeding. There’s no faster way for mother 
and baby to get acquainted with each other. 
And there’s nothing more reassuring to your 
little newcomer than the soft warmth of your 
breast, the security of your embrace, as he satis- 
fies his physical hunger as well as his basic 


the problem be licked? 


need to suck and nuzzle and root for his food. 

Convinced by these arguments, most women 
today approach motherhood with a strong de- 
sire to nurse their babies—but with the fear that 
they will fail. They have heard of so many who 
have tried, unsuccessfully. If they are very young 
women, their own mothers are inclined to pooh- 
pooh the whole idea 

These older women voice the opinion held by 
many Americans, ““Modern women just aren’t 
able to nurse their babies—it’s become almost a 
physical impossibility—too much civilization, 
no doubt.” This is the way these older mothers 
solaced themselves a generation ago when they 
quickly gave up or failed to try to nurse their 
own babies. Besides, the three- or four-hour 
schedule and exactly figured formula seemed 
more scientific. 


But they’re wrong on both counts. Civiliza- 
tion has nothing to do with it. The Chinese 
civilization is thousands of years older than ours, 
but Chinese mothers still nurse their babies. And 
if mother’s milk isn’t scientifically perfect, why 
have scientists been trying for years to find an 


. identical substitute for it? 


No, the reason modern American mothers 
can’t nurse their infants is because they’ve been 
mentally conditioned against it. They’re afraid of 
being tied down by the regular demands of a 
hungry baby; afraid they’ll develop heavy, sag- 
ging breasts from nursing; afraid they'll be em- 
barrassed making excuses when it’s time to feed 
their babies; afraid their husbands won’t find 
them attractive with a baby at the breast; 
squeamish at the thought of the intimate per- 
sonal contact demanded by a nursing baby. 

Most of us scarcely know we have these fears. 
They’re too deep-seated. And they’re not our 
fault. These attitudes stem from the prudery that 
was characteristic of Americans for many years. 
The same false modesty that made our mission- 
aries cover the nakedness of primitive peoples 
made the sight of a mother nursing her baby 
something to hurry our youngsters past. We’re

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throwing off this prudishness re- 
garding our bodies. A man in 
bathing briefs or a girl in a bra- 
top swim suit no longer causes 
either eyebrows or blood pressure 
to be raised. We know that we need 
sunshine and fresh air for health, 
and we're going to get it. 

Happily, our young women and 
men are part of this back-to-nature 
movement and approve it. They're 
proud of their sturdy bodies. 
Young-marrieds beam and brag 
when there’s a baby on the way. 
Young adolescents listen seriously 
to lectures on their body functions, 
family relations, how a baby is 
conceived and born. Expectant 
mothers read with interest about 
the new-old way of having babies 
—without fear; with the mother 
conscious, relaxed, and helpful 
when her baby is born. 


Ana these mothers of today want 
to nurse their babies. But they 
need help. 
Older people can help by keep- 
ing their opinions to themselves. 
Doctors can help by telling the 
expectant mother how to prepare 
for nursing; most of all by convinc- 
ing her that there’s no reason why 
she can’t nurse her baby. 
Hospitals, nurses, and doctors 
can help by giving the new mother 
all possible cooperation in estab- 
lishing breast feeding while she is 
in the hospital. If possible, hospi- 
tals should make rooming-in ar- 
rangements available to nursing 
mothers, so that their babies will 
be in bassinets beside their beds. 
If you are a prospective parent, 
ask if the hospital will permit 
rooming-in. If rooming-in isn’t 
practical in your hospital, your 
doctor can instruct your hospital 
to drop the traditional four-hour 
feeding schedule and bring your 
baby to you whenever he’s hungry. 
More work? Perhaps. But hospi- 
tals could cut out a lot of bottle 
sterilizing and formula mixing this 
way. This system doesn’t require 
more nurses. It doesn’t take a reg- 
istered nurse to carry a baby down 
a corridor to his mother. An at- 
tendant or nurse’s aide can do it. 
If neither rooming-in nor indi- 
vidual baby feeding schedules are 
feasible at your hospital, ask your 
doctor if he would approve of your 
going home from the hospital with 
the baby 48 hours after delivery— 
if no complications are present. 


This sounds startling, but, why 
not? Nowadays, mothers are gotten 
out of bed within 24 hours of de- 
livery, allowed to walk a bit the 
second day. The trip home could 
be made by ambulance or car. The 
money saved by a shorter hospital 
stay would pay for special help at 
home for a week to take care of you 
and your baby, if no Grandma or 
Aunt is available. And in the pri- 
vacy of your own bedroom, you 
could really get down to the job of 
nursing your baby whenever he is 
hungry. That’s the most reliable 
method of establishing a good sup- 
ply of milk. 

Whatever method is adopted, 
something must be done to give 
mothers every chance to insure an 
abundant supply of breast milk. 
At the present time, far too many

young mothers are being defeated 
in their efforts to nurse their babies 
because hospitals and doctors are 
too quick in offering formula as a 
supplement to mother’s milk in the 
early stages of nursing, and be- 
cause babies are given bottles of 
formula in the nursery as a matter 
of convenience to stop their crying. 
As a result, the babies aren’t hun- 
gry when they’re brought to their 
mothers, or they become spoiled 
for nursing at the bréast because 
they have found it much easier to 
draw milk from a rubber nipple 
on a bottle. 


When you and your baby get 
home, your husband can do a 
great deal to help you continue 
breast feeding. He helps by being 
especially considerate; by being 
enthusiastic about the nursing proj- 
ect; by lending a hand at house- 
work and baby care; by overlook- 
ing a not-quite-immaculate house. 
And he'll help most of all by keep- 
ing you calm, relaxed, and free 
from worry. 

You can help yourself by tack- 
ing on your front door a large sign 
reading, ‘‘“Mother and brand-new 
baby inside. Cannot be disturbed! 
Visitors, bill collectors, salesmen 
please come back next month. 
We'll be glad to see you then. 
Thanks. Mrs. Newmother.”’ That's 
right. Visitors should be discour- 
aged, dismissed after but a few 
minutes if they come (and kept 
away from the baby altogether). 
Visits from relatives should be kept 
to a minimum. 

And all of us can help by forget- 
ting the notion that modern moth- 
ers can’t nurse their babies . . . that 
this is one of the penalties of our 
refined culture and industrial prog- 
ress. Nonsense! Every woman 
comes equipped to nurse her ba- 
bies. All she needs is the conviction 
that she can do it, that it’s best for 
her baby, that it will make her 
more beautiful rather than less 
lovely. And then she needs en- 
couragement to keep trying even 
though it takes many weeks before 
she succeeds. 


Ana just to prove that you can 
nurse your baby if you are helped, 
here are figures from some recent 
studies of breast feeding. In a sur- 
vey of 31 hospitals, 1 hospital re- 
ported only 5 percent of its babies 
as breast-fed; but 4 proud hos- 
pitals, whose mothers want to 
nurse their babies and are given 
help doing it, triumphantly re- 
ported 67 to 80 percent breast-fed 
babies! In another study of 900 
mothers, 6 out of 7 women were 
able to nurse their babies. And Dr. 
E. G. Lawler of Chicago, a pedia- 
trician who writes about babies, 
says, “‘Nearly every healthy mother 
can nurse her baby if she makes up 
her mind to do so. It has been 
found that at least 90 out of every 
100 new mothers can give their 
babies breast feedings if they have 
the right attitude and are encour- 
aged to do so.”

What happens if you let it go: 
Death. 


How to guard against it: No 
absolute knowledge of how stom- 
ach cancer begins; some author- 
ities think overuse of seasoning 
and other irritants may help 
bring it on. Good eating habits, 
reasonable use of condiments 
worthwhile. 


COLON 


Whom it hits most often: 
Middle-aged and old, men slight- 
ly more often than women. 


Early signs: Change in bowel 
habits. Often bleeding from 
rectum. Gas pains. Constipation. 
Diarrhea. 


How your doctor will tell: Ex- 
amination of rectum and lower 
bowel by finger, instruments. X- 
ray pictures. 


Your chances for cure: Good 
if surgery is performed early 
enough. In cancer of lower colon, 
80 percent of early cases can be 
cured. 


What happens if you let it go: 
eath. 


BREAST 


Whom it hits most often: 
Women after 35. 


Early signs: Painless lump or 
thickening. One breast may be 
slightly elevated. Enlargement 
of gland in armpit. 


How your doctor will tell: Ex- 
amination of breasts by eye and 
touch. Transillumination (shin- 
ing strong light through breast). 
Biopsy. 


Your chances for cure: Early 
cases, 75 percent or more; late 
cases, 25 percent. By surgery, 
often plus X ray and, in selected 
cases, sex hormones. 


What happens if you let it go: 
Death. 


How to guard against it: 
Avoid tight binding of breasts. 
Examine own breasts monthly for 
lumps. 


CERVIX 
Whom it hits: Women, most 
often after 35. 


Early signs: Irregular or un- 
explained vaginal bleeding or 
discharge. Sometimes, a feeling 
of heaviness after urination. 


How your doctor will tell: Ex- 
amination of vagina, rectum, 
abdomen. Biopsy. Smear test.

What happens if you let it go: 
Sometimes spontaneous cure or 
improvement, but may progress 
to permanently stiffened and de- 
formed joints. Helpless invalidism. 


How to guard against it: Try 
to maintain general good health. 
both mental and physical. Attend 
promptly to infections. Rheuma- 
toid arthritis at times is preceded 
by ill health over extended peri- 
od. Victim may have been below 
par and susceptible to respira- 
tory infections. Prolonged ex- 
posure to cold and damp, in- 
fection, emotional  stress—any 
of these may bring on an attack. 


OSTEOARTHRITIS 


Where it hits: The joints, most 
frequently those at ends of fingers, 
in lower back, knees, and great 
toe. These are points of greatest 
mechanical stress. 


Whom it hits most often: 
Women, after 40. 


Early signs: End joints of 
fingers may become enlarged. 
Here, and in knees, shoulders, 
elbows, and spine, some stiffness 
and soreness may appear and be 
increased by exercise. Gradually 
joints become increasingly un- 
comfortable. Pain is usually 
moderate but may become con- 
stant, severe at slightest overuse 
of the joint, eased by rest. 


How your doctor will tell: X 
rays of joints. 


Your chances for cure: No 
cure. But wearing away of joints 
may be slowed down, pain may 
be relieved, ability to use the 
joints may be regained by early 
diagnosis and such measures as 
reduction of weight, improve- 
ment of posture, sometimes by 
change of occupation. 


What happens if you let it go: 
Slowly progresses, but only rarely 
to permanently stiffened and de- 
formed joints. 


How to guard against it: 
Wearing away of cartilage, the 
cause of osteoarthritis, occurs in 
everyone. The process has be- 
gun even at age 10. But not all 
people, even at age 80, suffer 
pain. The more undue stress pui 
on a particular joint, the more 
likely a speed-up of the wearing- 
away process and pain. Excess 
weight, faulty posture, flat feet. 
curvature of the spine—all of 
which put prolonged strain on a 
joint—should be avoided or 
corrected. High-heeled shoes are 
cited, too, for putting undue 
stress on spine, knees, great toe.

HEART DISEASE 


(Continued ) 


Whom it hits most often: 
May begin in middle age. More 
common in older people. Before 
age 50, more men are affected 
than women. After age 50, in- 
cidence is more equally divided 
between sexes. 


Early signs: Angina pectoris 
(not a disease in itself but a fre- 
quent symptom of coronary 
heart trouble). Angina pectoris is 
a pain under breast bone brought 
on by exertion, emotion, eating, 
sometimes radiating to arms, last- 
ing a minute or two, disappearing 
with rest. May be associated with 
mild feeling of nausea, belching. 
Often confused with indigestion. 
Other victims may show only 
symptoms of heart failure. 


How your doctor will tell: 
Same as for hypertensive heart 
disease. 


Your chances for cure: No 
cure. But if you avoid prolonged 
or violent exertion, watch your 
diet, and get sufficient rest to 
keep the work of your heart with- 
in its reserve power limits, you 
may be able to live long and 
productively with coronary heart 
trouble. 


What happens if you let it go: 
One complication is coronary 
thrombosis in which a blood clot 
forms in and closes a coronary 
artery (which supplies blood to 
heart muscle). This may cause 
immediate death, severe heart 
damage, or less serious heart in- 
jury which may heal. Five out of 
six usually survive the first at- 
tack. New drugs (anti-coagulants) 
reduce complications and_in- 
crease chanc es for recovery. 


How to guard against it: Take 
the same precautions outlined 
above for guarding against hyper- 
tensive heart disease. 


RHEUMATIC 
Caused by: Rheumatic fever. 


Whom it hits most often: 
Original onset most common 
under 15 years. Both sexes. May 
recur among survivors at any age 
but most commonly in child- 
hood. Majority of deaths occur 
after 40, and are due to heart 
failure. 


Early signs: Rheumatic fever 
may be indicated by failure to 
gain weight, poor appetite, pal- 
lor, low persistent fever, repeated 
nosebleeds, painful or inflamed 
joints. Rheumatic heart disease 
(carditis), which results from 
damage to heart caused by rheu- 
matic fever, may be indicated by 
fatigue, shortness of breath, 
palpitation associated with a 
change in rhythm of heart, dur- 
ing the acute stages.

Early signs: Swelling of face, 
abdomen, or legs. Weakness. 
Pallor. Albumin in urine. 


How your doctor will tell: 
Urinalysis to discover albumin. 
Examination of blood pressure. 
Tests of blood chemistry. 


Your chances for cure: Dis- 
ease may last many years. Some 
cases recover with careful atten- 
tion. 


What happens if you let it go: 
Progressive damage until kidneys 
can no longer eliminate waste 
products. Death. 


How to guard against it: Have 
periodic examinations to detect 
any albumin in urine, then 
prompt treatment. 


ARTERIOLAR 
NEPHROSCLEROSIS 


Where it hits: Kidneys. Hard- 
ening of the smaller arteries in 
the kidneys. 


Whom it hits most often: 
Most common in middle-aged 
persons, but, like most other dis- 
eases, nephrosclerosis is not con- 
fined to any one age or any one 


period. 


Early signs: This disease is a 
manifestation in kidneys of long- 
continued high blood pressure. 
Early signs are: none at all, or fa- 
tigue, shortness of breath on exer- 
tion. Later signs due to failure of 
kidney function may _ include 
swelling of face, abdomen, legs; 
weakness; pallor; general dis- 
comfort; an indefinite feeling of 
bodily uneasiness. As with most 
diseases, these symptoms can be 
symptoms of other diseases, too. 
Only a competent physician can 
give you a competent diagnosis 
and competent treatment. 


How your doctor will tell: 
Urinalysis to discover albumin. 
Examination of blood pressure. 
Tests of blood chemistry. 


Your chances for cure: In- 
curable, in the same way growing 
old is incurable. But medical and 
dietary treatment relieve symp- 
toms, help delay progress of dis- 
ease. Many get along well for 
decades. 


What happens if you let it go: 
Progressive damage until kidneys 
can no longer eliminate waste 
products. Death. 


How to guard against it: Have 
periodic examinations to check 
on high blood pressure and to de- 
tect the presence of albumin in 
your urine. Avoid excess weight.

CANCER 
(Continued) 


Your chances for cure: Early 
treatment with X ray, radium, or 
surgery cures four out of five cases. 


What happens if you let it go: 
Death. 


How to guard against it: Have 
medical checkup after childbirth 
and periodically thereafter. 


PROSTATE 


Whom it hits: Men, most often 
after 50. 


Early signs: Frequent and diffi- 
cult, even painful urination. 


How your doctor will tell: 
Finger examination of rectum. 
Examination of bladder by in- 
strument. Biopsy. 


Your chances for cure: Up to 
50 percent in early stages by sur- 
gery and, sometimes, with female 
sex hormones as well. Prolonging 
of life in other cases, frequently 
permitting return to work. 


What happens if you let it go: 
Death. 


LUNG 
Whom it hits most often: 
Mostly men, after 40. 


Early signs: Persistent cough, 
wheezing, chest pain, loss of weight, 
blood-streaked sputum. 


How your doctor will tell: Your 
medical history, general examina- 
tion. X-ray pictures. Biopsy. Some 
use now of smear test of sputum and 
bronchial secretions. 


Your chances for cure: Still not 
good, but up to 25 percent when 
treated early. 


What happens if you let it go: 
eath, 


How to guard against it: Keep 
smoking habits reasonable. 


Notes: (Apply to all types of can- 
cer.) The types of cancer described 
above are by far the most common. 
But cancer may arise in any region 
or organ of body: bladder, bone, 
brain, eye, kidney, larynx, lip, 
mouth, ovary, thyroid, tongue, uter- 
us. Some of the early signs given 
above may be indicative of cancer 
in these other regions. For ex- 
ample, painful or bloody urination 
may be warning of cancer of kid- 
ney or bladder as well as of pros- 
tate. Unexplained vaginal dis- 
charge may indicate cancer of 
body of uterus as well as of cervix, 
although former is less common. 

Doctors urge that you heed all 
danger signals including: 

A painless lump or thickening, 
especially of breast, lip, or tongue. 

Irregular or unexplained nipple 
or vaginal bleeding or discharge. 

A sore that does not heal, par- 
ticularly about tongue, mouth, or 
lips. 

Progressive change in color or 
size of a mole, wart, or birthmark. 

Persistent indigestion, 
tent change in normal 
habits. 

Blood or bloody mucus in urine 
or stools. 

Persistent hoarseness, unex- 
plained cough, or difficulty in 
swallowing. 

You should see your doctor at 
least once a year; see him without 
delay if any of cancer’s danger 
signals appear between times. 

Many types of cancer can be 
cured if discovered and treated 
early because cancer, at the start, 
is a local disease. At that stage it 
may be easy to uproot and destroy. 
Later, it becomes deeply rooted 
and more difficult to remove com- 
pletely. Still later, it scatters 
throughout the body and then 
there is almost no chance of cure.

HEART DISEASE 
(Continued ) 


How your doctor will tell: 
Same as for hypertensive heart 
disease. 


Your chances for cure: No 
cure. But majority of children, 
many years after attack of rheu- 
matic fever, are alive, able to live 
normal lives. Damage to heart 
from one attack may be great or 
small. Recurrences can be pre- 
vented in many cases. Complica- 
tions such as subacute bacterial 
endocarditis can be prevented. 


What happens if you let it go: 
If there is a recurrent attack of 
active rheumatic fever, heart may 
fail. Or, in course of time, because 
of valvular deformities, heart may 
enlarge and failure result. Many 
attacks of rheumatic fever in 
adults are believed to be re- 
currences of attacks which began 
in childhood. It’s vital to avoid 
such recurrences and, since such 
attacks are frequently preceded by 
respiratory infections, care should 
be taken to prevent the latter by 
avoidance of others with colds or 
sore throats. 

Frequently, a heart damaged by 
rheumatic fever may do well until 
other conditions such as high blood 
pressure and hardening of the 
arteries superimpose new diffi- 
culties. Frequent medical check- 
ups and measures to avoid or cor- 
rect such conditions where possible 
will prolong life. 


Notes: (on all types of heart dis- 
ease). Heart disease is not one but 
a multitude of diseases. The three 
given here are by far the most com- 
mon. Others include cardiovas- 
cular syphilis, subacute bacterial 
endocarditis. Regular examina- 
tions will disclose these and others. 

Such signs as shortness of breath, 
pain in the chest, or palpitation 
may be due to other conditions such 
as overweight, nervousness.

I Old white flannel trousers are 
torn into equal strips, 3 or 4 inches 
wide, for dyeing color swatches. 
White or cream wool blankets, as 
well as flannels, make beautiful 
color swatches for detail work. 
Coats make good backgrounds. 
Use plaids or checks for flower cen- 
ters, veins in leaves, or scrolls. 
Salvage stores or rummage sales 
are good sources for used clothing. 
These materials are first washed 
and all seams ripped apart. You 
may use colored materials, as well 
as white ones, if you first bleach 
or make them white by using one 
of the new types of color removers 


2 Always dye the lightest tint first, and end up with 
the darkest shade of a color. The last shade should 
be simmered longer. Remember that materials always 
appear to be a deeper shade when wet. Dissolve 1 
package of dye in 14 cup boiling water. Add 1% tea- 
spoon of the dissolved dye to a quart of water in pan 
over heat. A porcelain-enameled pan is convenient for 
dyeing. Put all of the strips of material that you want 
to have the same shade of color in dye solution, stir 
well. For some dyes you now add salt (not iodized) 
to set the colors. Boil until the color has been com- 
pletely absorbed by the material, stirring constantly

You can hook a rug 


Hooking Tips 

Always start hooking in center 
of rug and work out. Unworked 
part of pattern should be kept 
rolled and pinned close to frame. 
Use small staples to fasten finished 
work to frame where necessary. 
After finishing center design, move 
burlap so you can do scroll, filling 
background as you go. 

For background, first hook loops 
to form scattered half circles about 
11% inches across. If rug requires 
several garments for background, 
use one material just for these half 
circles. Use a second material to 
underline half circle with row of 
loops; a third material to overline 
half circle with another row of 
loops; and a fourth garment to fill 
remaining space. Half circles may 
be drawn on pattern with crayon. 

Sew a regular rug binding 
around hooked rug before hooking 


‘edges. This makes it easier to hook 


rug to binding. Finally, binding is 
turned under and stitched to the 
back of the rug. When rug is com- 
pleted, steam-press on wrong side. 


How to shade your rugs 
Leaves. Dye strips of gray, tan, 
and white material for three series 
of green shades. Use about 2 pack- 
ages medium green dye dissolved 
in 1 cup of boiling water, and 
start with 2 teaspoons of liquid dye. 

Rose leaves are usually bronze- 
greens, veined with rust color. 
Leaves should vary, some starting 
at tips with lightest colors and 
shading into the darkest at the 
lower part; others having lighter 
tones on one side than on the other. 
Stems may be made from a brown 
checked material dyed in a little 
green or gold.

long strip of material gives three or 
four colors on one strip. Yellow, 
gold, tan, light green, or pink ma- 
terial can be used. 

Tear material into a long strip, 
4 or 5 inches wide; then dampen 
and squeeze out. Put 14 cup of 
water in a shallow pan. Place 
about 10 inches of the strip in 
water and sprinkle sparingly with 
a dry dye. Add salt and let simmer 
about 3 minutes without stirring. 
Rinse thoroughly. Put next section 
of same strip in fresh water and, 
using another color, repeat. Don’t 
try to get even tones—the varia- 
tion lends charm. 

The long strips may be cut fine 
and hooked into leaves just as they 
are dyed. First outline the leaf. 
Then, following inside this line, use 
the colors running the same way 
each time. 


Roses. Seven shades of red are 
necessary for hooked rose. Com- 
binations of wine and cardinal pro- 
duce a rich rose color. Follow usual 
dyeing method, but start with 1 
teaspoon of dye. For two darkest 
shades, use 4 teaspoon and then 
14 teaspoon black dye dissolved in 
boiling water. 

To hook rose, first outline petals 
with lightest shade. Darkest red is 
used for point where lower petals 
stop and center of rose begins. 
Both sides of rose center are shaded 
from light to dark. For heart of 
rose, darkest shade is used in lower 
part; next two lighter shades to fill 
in the rest of the space. 


Calla lilies. These are made by 
shading with light tints of green 
into creamy white. Use three 
shades of lavender or taupe and 
beige as shadows in center, giving 
depth near stamen. Stamen should 
be a buttercup-yellow material. 


Bluebells. Use five shades of 
blue, with a dot of apple green 
circled by yellow forming the small 
center of the flower. 


Pansies. Use a picture or a real 
pansy as your model. 


Grapes. Throw all highlights the 
same way in cluster. For purple 
grapes, dye several tones in light, 
medium, and dark from blue, 
violet, and purple. Make high- 
lights nearly white. For green 
grapes, use dark greens, Nile 
greens, and yellow greens with 
shades of yellow and light green for 
highlights. 

First outline the lower part of 
the grape with dark; then com- 
plete this outline with the third 
color from the lightest shade. Next 
use the second color inside the 
third color. Then you are ready to 
throw in a spot of the lightest for 
the highlight. Now it is just a mat- 
ter of shading from this lightest 
shade to the dark circle done first 
in the lower part of the grape. 

In the green grapes, work in a 
few loops of pale apricot next to 
highlight. In the purple grapes, 
use a pale pink tint.

A comfortable muzzle is as important to your dog as comfortable shoes for you 


By Russell K. Lowry 


Our town requires dogs to wear 


muzzles on the street, but our 6- 
months-old puppy nearly throws a 
fit when we try to put one on him. 
What can we do to get him used to 
the idea?—C. W. C., Alabama. 

First, buy a muzzle that fits. Any 
dog will fight an ill-fitting muzzle 
because it’s uncomfortable or 
painful. Cheap muzzles often have 
sharp projections such as points of 
wire or poorly clamped rivets. But 
any dog will learn to wear a com- 
fortable muzzle if you start him 
early enough with it. 


How can I eliminate large, hard 
calluses which have developed on the 
elbows of my Great Dane?—Mrs. 
R. M. R., Rhode Island. 

Ihe calluses, quite common, 
come from lying on hard surfaces 
and are harmless. Massage them 
daily with petroleum jelly or warm 
camphorated oil, though I don’t 
think anything can make them 
disappear altogether. 


My dog gets convulsions. I am 
told there is no cure for them.— 

<« a New Jersey. 

With the exception of epilepsy, 
fits are not an affliction in them- 
selves, but merely a symptom of 
some trouble which causes intense 
pain. It may be a digestive ailment 
or internal parasites. To determine 
the cause, have your dog examined 
by a veterinarian who has X-ray 
equipment. The cure for convul- 
sions is to remove the cause. 


What dogs are best for hunting, 
for ranch pets, for house pets?— 
V. C., Texas. 
Best breeds for hunting are 
Setters, Pointers, Spaniels, and 
Retrievers, depending on what you 


want to hunt. Best ranch breeds 
are Collies or any of the shepherds, 
such as German Shepherds, Shet- 
land Sheepdog, Belgian Shepherd, 
Samoyede, etc. The best house 
pets? Any breed. All dogs love and 
respect the freedom of the house, 
if they’ve been trained in good 
house manners. 


I keep my dog at my country 
place where he kills and eats a lot of 
rabbits and moles. He is troubled 
with tapeworm.—J. H. D., Mis- 
ourt. 

Have your dog examined by a 
veterinarian. If he finds evidence 
of worms, let him treat. Thereafter, 
keep your dog fenced up with a 
doghouse as living quarters. Rab- 
bits, moles, squirrels, and gophers 
are loaded with tapeworm and 
tapeworm eggs. Your dog will 
only become reinfested if you allow 
him to keep eating them.

Plant annual flower seeds in Florida from Miami on south; 
but plant hardy and half-hardy annuals in the rest of Florida 
up the Atlantic Coast to Charleston and along the Gulf Coast. 
Plant hardy annuals in Middle South but wait until next 
month for planting in Upper South. 

Plant the following bulbs in Lower South only: amaryllis, 
ginger lilies, callas, Easter lilies, cannas, daylilies, ismene, 
gladiolus, tuberose, and zephyranthes. 

Plant roses, border perennials, shrubs, and trees in Florida 
along the Gulf Coast and up the Atlantic Coast to Charleston. 
Plantings can be made in Middle South only if the soil dries 
enough. 

Feed roses after cleaning off the beds; use 5 pounds of com- 
plete plant food per 100 square feet of area. 

Make the spring feeding of camellias and azaleas the heaviest 
of the year. Feed as plants reach peak of flowering.

TEXAS-SOUTHWEST 


Bring indoors potted tulips, daffodils, and other forcing 
bulbs that are strongly rooted. Place a pot over hyacinths as 
soon as buds appear, to stretch blooms taller. 

Plant oxalis bulbs in the flower border and space them 8 
inches apart. Order late-flowering bulbs such as lilies and 
montbretias. 

Take cuttings from chrysanthemum plants as soon as new 
shoots appear. Insert the cuttings in sand and keep moist. 
Pot cuttings up when rooted; then plant in the border after 
last frost. Soak sweetpea seed overnight to hasten germination. 
Don’t plant the seed as deeply in trenches as usual if earliest 
flowering is desired. Cover with light mulch to protect against 
freezes in colder areas.

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CENTRAL AND EAST 


Keep Christmas-flowering plants carefully watered for long 
life. Keep African-violets, cyclamen, and begonia in a cool 
place. The poinsettia likes it warm. 

Pot up paper-white narcissus every week or 10 days if you 
want continuous bloom. Keep them in a dark, cool place until 
the container is filled with roots; then bring them into the 
light for top growth and bloom. Bring a few potted bulbs in 
each week from the pit outdoors; tulips, daffodils, and other 
hardy bulbs will flower more readily as spring approaches. 

Keep bird feeders well filled with food, and keep snow 
brushed away. Feed a mixture of big seed, such as sunflower, 
and small, such as millet; provide suet for energy. 

Check flower-border mulch to be sure mulch is weighted to 
prevent blowing away, leaving your plants unprotected.

PACIFIC NORTHWEST 


Start new African-violets; take an inch of stem with each 
leaf. Insert slips in moist sand and pot up with rich soil in 3- 
inch pots when roots are about 14 inch long. 

Handle tigridia bulbs with care when cutting off the old 
leaves—they bruise easily. Store them in clean sand which 
should be kept slightly moist to prevent bulbs from drying out. 
Avoid possible rot by waiting until late March or early April 
to divide the bulbs. 

Make out your seed order soon after the seed catalogs ar- 
rive. Germination of carrots, peas, beans, and sweetpeas is 
usually poor after the second year; it’s best to get fresh seed 
every year.

extension work, and educational 
series over the radio.

Why has adult education grown 
so rapidly in recent years? The 
answer is simple. 

Americans suddenly have discov- 
ered that school doesn’t let out 
after 8, 12, or 16 years. With 20,000 
different subjects to choose from, 
they’ve found out that you can 
keep on learning things as long as 
you live. 

“It is folly to think that, during 
your school years, you can pack 
into your mind enough education 
to last a lifetime,” says Rowland 
J. Pulling, Director of Adult Ed- 
ucation for the State of New York. 
‘The average American has only a 
tenth-grade education. And a tenth- 
grade mind isn’t enough any more.” 


T ctave you’re a skeptic. Per- 
haps you think that adult educa- 
tion consists only of dreary text- 
books and uninteresting subjects. 
You’re wrong. It is tailored to 
everyone’s needs. For example: 

If you are a breadwinner, you'll be 
interested in vocational, technical, 
and commercial courses. You can 
learn a new trade or perfect the 
extra skills necessary to win a pro- 
motion in your present one. 

If you are a homemaker, there are 
courses for you in home decoration, 
color design, or sewing. In many 
states there are waiting lines every 
time a new decorating class gets 
under way. 

If you are a parent, you can sit in 
on family-life courses of one kind 
or another, the most popular adult 
education subject today. “Society 
teaches us everything except the 
most important thing, how to rear 
our youngsters,”’ says one educator. 
“Yet you can’t handle a temper 
tantrum by instinct, or react auto- 
matically when your child swipes 
his first nickel from your pocket- 
book. Too many children go 
through life with handicaps be- 
stowed on them by loving, but 
ignorant, parents. Adult classes 
can show you how to preserve the 
love and avoid the handicaps.” 


If you need an “‘extra’’ quality not 


found in work or family life, activities 


like painting, music appreciation, 
choral work, a little-theater group, 
or handicrafts will fill the vacuum.

Asctios man I know—an elec- 
trical engineer—quit college 30 
years ago and went to work for a 
power company.

Eventually he ad- 
vanced to a highly paid post as 
superintendent of electrical con- 
struction in the —e- refiner- 
ies. On April 1, 1949, he retired at 
the age of 55. 

Ihe college professor and the 
engineer shared one thing in com- 
mon—the realization that a stag- 
nant mind isa useless mind, as badly 
dated as the durable but mechan- 
ically cumbersome Model T. They 
went back to college, but they 
could have accomplished as much 
in night school. It would have 
taken longer, that’s all. 

You have a Model-T mind if 
you’ve lost interest in learning—if 
you skim through the newspaper, 
confine your radio listening to 
purely entertaining shows, rarely 
read a book, and never develop 
a new hobby. You’re in the 4- 
cylinder class if you brush off new 
ideas, and grumble to yourself, 
“Aw, I’m too old to learn.” 

Actually, you’re never too old to 
learn. Columbia University psy- 
chologists have established that 
while the most efficient age for 
learning is between 14 and 25, 
thereafter your ability to absorb new 
information decreases only 1 percent 
per year. At 45, you're still able to 
learn more than you could before 
the age of 14. Even at 65, you still 
can absorb knowledge half as fast 
as you could when you were 25.

them over television. The works of 
the great composers are on the air 
daily; the opera is broadcast and 
televised. Without stirring out of 
your easy chair, you can choose 
from scores of programs which 
broaden your mind and enhance 
your understanding. Or, if you 
want a more active stimulus, you 
can take part in community 
forums, visit museums, listen to 
lectures, and view films which 
show you how people live in far- 
away parts of the world.” 

Perhaps, however, you want to 
absorb your learning in a class- 
room. If you think you’re unique 
in wanting to go back to school, 
you’ve made an error. Every time 
a community initiates an adult 
education program, there is an 
astounding response from grown- 
ups hungry for help. The most re- 
markable example is to be found 
in Denver, whose Opportunity 
School—now in its thirty-third 
year—is world-famous. 


This unusual institution was the 
achievement of a _ determined 
teacher named Emily Griffith. 
Back in 1916, she discovered that 
the children in her classes were 
undernourished, sometimes ragged, 
often victims of problems at home. 
Emily Griffith went straight home 
with her pupils and quickly found 
that their parents were unhappy, 
too—hungry for new horizons. The 
answer me an adult education 
program. She started out with five 
teachers and an old building in the 
middle of town. 

“Come and learn anything you 
want to learn,’”’ was Emily Griffith’s 
slogan. One morning in 1916, the 
Opportunity School opened its 
doors. She expected a few hundred 
adults, but she was astonished to 
find 1,400 of them in line at eight 
in the morning. By 1920, there 
were 10,000 students; now there 
are 25,000 of them and 30 neigh- 
borhood centers. 


The Opportunity School, free 
and tax-supported, runs from 8 
a.m. to 10 p.m., and its slogan has 
been revised to read: “Come and 
learn anything you want at any 
time you want.”’ Emily Griffith re- 
tired some years ago, but the Op- 
portunity School continued to 
thrive. Until 1943, its head was 
Doctor Essert. 

“The Opportunity School taught 
me that adult education grows by 
accretion,” Doctor Essert said re- 
cently. “When I first went there, 
we had no courses in family life, 
and none seemed to be needed. 
One day, a woman came in to 
learn how to make salads. She was 
soon to be married. As she went 
along, she confided in the teacher. 
Certain things about married life 
were worrying her. 

“From those confidences grew a 
course in premarital education. 
Then, naturally, we had to go on 
to prenatal care. As babies were 
born, the care of infants had to be 
taken up. Finally, we had _ six 
courses, including one for mothers 
and mothers-in-law. And all that 


came out of that bowl of salad!” 

Then there’s the example of 
Schenectady, New York, where a 
quick-thinking woman sold 44 
G.I. families on the idea of going to 
school in their own building. The 
structure was once an elementary 
school, but it had been transformed 
into 44 apartments because of the 
housing shortage. 


Mss. Wilma Scott, Director of 
Parent Education, felt sure that 
these veterans, all of them fairly 
recently married, wanted to know 
all they could to help make a go of 
family life. First, she went from 
door to door, ringing bells and 
talking to the tired young mothers 
with children in their arms. She 
sold her idea. For half an hour 
daily, the women met in the laun- 
dry, bringing their own chairs to 
sit on, and picked up information 
on homemaking and child care. 
Soon, they found that the play life 
of their children was just as im- 
portant as their physical and 
mental development. There wasn’t 
any playground equipment, but 
there was space for it in the yard. 
“Sell your husbands on the 
need, and we’ll show them how to 
build the equipment,” said Mrs. 
Scott. Pretty soon the husbands 
also were meeting in the laundry 
for half an hour every night. 
Manual-training experts showed 
them how to build the things that 
were needed; the men themselves 
rounded up the lumber; the wives 
helped with the sanding and paint- 
ing. The result was one of the most 
complete playgrounds in town. 


5 study the human side of 
adult education, I stopped at 


White Plains, a ‘“‘white collar” 
suburb of 50,000 in the heart of 
Westchester County, just north of 
New York City. Though predomi- 
nantly a middle-class commuter 
town, White Plains has a large 
quota of foreign-born families. In 
190 night classes, men from Wall 
Street rub elbows with Italian 
laborers from the “‘poor” end of 
town—and love it. One banker, 
stained with grease and expertly 
dissecting a jalopy, looked up at me 
and said: “I never really knew this 
town, or the people that lived in 
it, until I got in on this.” 


Uniikety as it may seem, ro- 
mance gets mixed up with such 
prosaic subjects as bookkeeping or 
plane geometry. Young girls with 
limited social contacts have dis- 
covered that there’s nothing like a 
classroom to foster new friendships. 
A good many marriages have 
started in night school at White 
Plains. Maiden ladies, with no 
hope of romance, attend for the 
companionship of it. Widows go to 
learn practical things or to make 
new acquaintances. 

At a motor mechanics’ class, for 
example, I met Kay Pickard, a 
dark-eyed brunette, whose hus- 
band died last year, leaving her 
with two children and not too large 
an income. Dressed in dungarees, 
with a turban around her head, 
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she was taking .apart a distributor 
with the sureness of a trained me- 
chanic. “I can’t afford a big 
garage bill on my car,” she ex- 
plained. “And, if something goes 
wrong that I can’t fix, I want to 
know exactly what it is that’s 
needed, and why.” 

Dollars and cents are important 
in the White Plains classes, and 
everywhere else in the country as 
well. Consequently, the sewing 
classes are the most popular on the 
curriculum. I walked into one 
room, loud with the hum of ma- 
chines, and talked to Mrs. Thomas 
Burns, wife of a railroad conductor. 

“Ts it worth it?”’ she echoed my 
question. ‘Mister, you bet it is! 
I’ve just finished a baby’s outfit 
that cost me $8.50—and I priced 
the same identical one for $29 in a 
store downtown.” Her neighbor at 
the next machine, Mrs. John 
Toomey, held up a smartly tailored 
jacket. “Cost me $8,” she chuckled, 
“and it’s a copy of a $65 model. I 
can’t get over it—a year ago, I 
couldn’t even thread a needle.” 


I, Westchester County, as in 
San Francisco, Des Moines, or 
hundreds of other American com- 
munities, you can learn most any- 
thing you want. Your need may be 
a better knowledge of carpentry, 
of plumbing, of your own kitchen, 
of your own car. You may want to 
know how to hook a rug or re- 
paint the furniture, how to find 
the square root of 16, or how to 
play a musical instrument. You 
may want to know yourself—and 
there are personality clinics to help 
you arrive at an answer. You may 
pay a nominal fee, or perhaps 
nothing at all. The range of adult 
education is limitless, and the way 
you learn is virtually painless. 

To begin with, you don’t have to 
go to class unless you feel like it. 
You’re free to stay away when you 
wish—and to quit when you’ve had 
enough. You’re never regimented. 
Most adults have fun in class, for 
it’s easy to learn in a shirt-sleeve 
atmosphere. 


Best of all, you get to know your 
neighbors. One banker’s wife, in a 
Pennsylvania mining town, de- 
cided to take up the study of 
plastics. Her benchmate was a 
Polish girl from the factory dis- 
trict, whom she’d never met before. 
The banker’s wife learned some- 
thing of the problems of the poor 
by visiting her new friend’s home. 
Out of the friendship and the 
exchange of ideas across the work- 
bench developed the idea of a com- 
munity council. Out of the council 
came a cleanup program, more 
parks, and a better city. 

The banker’s wife learned about 
the practical side of adult educa- 
tion from this enlightening exper- 
ience. Millions of other Americans 
are sharing her discovery that 
going back to school pays off in 
concrete ways. Out of it may come 
a bigger pay check, a better job, or 
a livelier and more tolerant out- 
look on the world. You’ve accepted 
the idea of trading in your car 
whenever it gets too rickety. So 
why not trade in your creaky 
Model-T mind for a _ smooth- 
running 1950 model?
